Shortly after the beginning of the 
Korean crisis, consignors to the 1950 
Keeneland Summer Sales would have been 
pleased to settle for about 80 per cent of 
last year’s average. Even before the shoot- 
ing began, the best-educated guesses plac- 
ed the 1950 prices at from 5 to 10 per 
cent lower than in 1949, and after the 
first shot was fired, most breeders felt that 
a 20 per cent decline would represent a 
comparatively gentle break in the mar- 
ket. They hoped it wouldn’t be worse 
than that, but they feared that it might. 

But in this instance the hosts were 
reckoning without; their guests: buyers 


played surprising interest in young race 
horses. There was no hell-bent bidding, 
but there was strong competition in the 
lower price ranges. 

The thinking of the buyers seemed to 
run like this: If I can buy a colt or filly 
for a moderate price, and racing is slowed 
down because of war, I won’t be hurt as 
much financially as if I buy in the five- 
figure bracket... Anyhow, I can always 
breed a filly and ride out the storm... . 
Since the minimum-purse policy gives a

The trend of buying at the 1950 Keene- 
land Summer Sales produced what might 
be termed a “compressed” market: There 
was a reluctance on the part of bidders to 
engage in sharp duels for yearlings in the 
range above $10,000. This had the ef- 
fect of creating a ceiling. Against this 
“downward” pressure there was an up- 
ward pressure brought about by brisk

Last year 63 yearlings brought from 
$1,000 to $1,999. But this year only 31 
yearlings fell into this category, because 
bidding for this type of horse forced some 
of them up into the $2,000-$4,999 bracket 
(there was a gain of 25 in this group over 
last year). The same competitive pressure 
saw 111 yearlings selling for between $5.,- 
000 and $9,999, as against only 83 in this 
category last year. 

One of the results of this type of buy- 
ing was that more money was spread 
among the group of consignors who send 
useful horses to the sales, but without any 
fancy trimmings. Not so much of the $2,- 
289,300 spent this year went into the up- 
per brackets as has usually been the case. 
More of it was spread out among the rank 
and file. As a consequence, it is probable 
that more consignors showed a profit on 
their sales yearlings than last year, al- 
lowing $2,000 for the cost of keeping a 
mare and foal, and from $500 to $750 for 
a stud fee. 

And it is possible that this year’s crop 
of Keeneland yearlings may show greater 
proportionate earnings than some of the 
previous crops. because it was generally 
agreed that from the standpoint of sound- 
ness and general physical well-being. the 
1950 sales yearlings were extra good.

The Buyers 
The 163 buyers at the 1950 Keeneland 


Summer Sales bought an average of 2.3 
yearlings apiece, and spent an average of 
$14,044. (Because one or more buyers 
sometimes are represented by a_ single 
agent, it is never possible to give exact 
figures in this category.)

The unexpected strength in the lower 
price ranges at the 1950 Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales is illustrated in the table above. 
Note that in 1949, the lowest-priced 10 
per cent of the yearlings sold for $1,000 
or less. In fact, 35 yearlings in the 1949 
sales sold from $900 downward, and an 
even dozen sold for $1,000 each. 

This year the competition for yearlings 
in the lower ranges resulted in the sale of 
only three individuals for as little as 
$1,000, and not a single horse brought 
less than $1,000. The bidding in the lower 
ranges produced an upward pressure 
that came close to duplicating the mar- 
ket in 1948, in the lower ranges, and that 
was in some respects better than the sales 
of two years ago. 

Last year a man with a $3,500 ceiling 
on his bids would have had a theoretical 
chance to buy about 50 per cent of the 
yearlings led into the ring. This year a 
$3.500 ceiling would have given him a 
chance at only 40 per cent of the offer- 
ings: he would have had to go up to $4.- 
100 to have his theoretical chance at half 
of the Keeneland crop. For the top 10 
per cent of the yearlings he would have 
had to go above $17,500 at the recent 
Keeneland sales. Last year he would 
have brought some of the top 10 per cent 
for as little as $16,000. The groups in the 
1950 auctions that seemed to be selling 
at a discount from the 1949 prices were 
in the $8,000 range (and this was only a 
slight discount) and in the top 5 or 10 
per cent.

Ponder saved the day for Calumet Farm in the 
closing session at Arlington Park. Up to the 
running of the $75,000-added Arlington Handicap. 
the Warren Wright stable had not won a single 
stakes during the 36-day meeting. In recent years. 
horsemen had learned to take a dismal view of 
the Calumet monopoly of Arlington and Wash- 
ington Park stakes. but this year only the “big 
one” went to a horse trained by the wily Joneses. 

Ponder, which is not averse to saving a. dav. 
had not won a stakes since April 22. at Tan- 
foran, when he beat Old Rockport and *Miche in 
the Tanforan Handicap. Previously this year he 
won the Marchbank Handicap. defeated Citation 
in the San Antonio Handicap. and scored a two- 
length victory over Two Lea and Mocopo in the 
Santa Anita Maturity. 


By winning the Arlington Handicap, Ponder 


_ which earned second money.

added $46,800 to his earnings, which brought his 
lifetime total to more than half a million dollars. 
His position on the list of leaders remained un- 
changed. With earnings of $527,775, Ponder is 
sixth, between On Trust ($539,670) and Gallorette 


($445,535). The only horses still in training 
which have earned more money are Citation, 


Stymie, and On Trust. 


The 3-year-olds in the Arlington Handicap fin- 
ished unimpressively, with the exception of Hal 
Price Headley’s feather-weighted filly Aegina, 
Other 3-year-olds in- 
cluded Oil Capitol, which led for three-quarters 
of a mile, and dropped back to eighth at the 
finish of the mile and quarter. Lucky Codine, 
another 3-year-old, finished ninth. 

Ponder made his customary slow start, trailing 
the field for the first three-quarters of a_ mile. 
But by the time he reached the top of the stretch, 
he had drawn a bead on the leaders, and in the 
final sixteenth, he took the lead, and won drawing 
away. In the weights, Ponder carried two 
pounds above scale, and the nearest to him was 
the 3-year-old Oil Capitol with three below scale. 
The 5-year-old Voleanic was next with six pounds 
below scale.

By winning the Monmouth Handicap, Greek 
Ship became the sixth winner of $100,000 for his 
sire, *Heliopolis, which stands at Coldstream 
Farm, Lexington. Other $100,000 winners by 
*Heliopolis are Olympia, Ace Admiral, Alexis, Itsa- 
bet, and Greek Song. Also Greek Ship is the 
second $100,000 winner for his breeder. Harrie B. 
Scott of Lexington, whose first was Larky Day. 
Mr. Scott also bred the $100,000 winners Thumbs 
Up and Rampart in partnership with Samuel D. 
Riddle. 

After by-passing the Kentucky Derby because of 
a fever in one foot, Greek Ship forewent the 
Preakness, and did not win his second 1950 stakes, 
until he went against older horses in the Metro- 
politan Handicap on May 20. (His only previous 
stakes win this year had been in the Louisiana 
Derby in March at New Orleans). In the Metro- 
politan, he beat the 5-year-old Piet and the 4-year- 
old Cochise. He then returned to competition 
against his own age group. and finished up the 
track in the Jersey Stakes. won by Ferd, and the 
Belmont Stakes, won by Middleground. In_ his 
last start before the Monmouth Handicap, he was 
second to One Hitter in the Questionnaire Handi- 
cap. 

Greek Ship was the only 3-year-old in the Mon- 
mouth Handicap, and was the second of his age 
to win the event in the history of the race. The 
other 3-year-old to win it was Richmond, in 1885. 
The Monmouth Handicap was inaugurated in 
1884, and run without interruption until 1893. It 
was discontinued and not run again until 1946. 

This year Mrs. E. L. Hopkins’ Three Rings car- 
ried top weight of 121 pounds. which was 14 
pounds more than Greek Ship. But by the scale 
of weights. the difference was only two pounds. 
Except for Adile. from which he received one 
pound. Greek Ship gave from four to 14 pounds 
by the scale to the rest of the field. He took the 


lead at the start, and led all the way. For pedigree 
and family notes on Greek Ship, see THE Broop- 
Horst of March 18, page 620.

Sales Notes 


The new practice of holding a single 
daily session, at which about 100 yearlings 
are sold, appeared to suit most of the 
Keeneland Summer Sales customers. In 
other years about 50 head were sold in 
the afternoon and about 50 at night. This 
year’s sales were scheduled to begin at 
1:30 o’clock (they usually got started at 
about 1:45) and lasted until 6:10 or 6:20. 

Many of the buyers were enthusastic 
about the new selling schedule from the 
beginning, on the ground that a session 
at which 100 yearlings are sold in one 
afternoon is less tiring than going out to 
the sales pavilion at afternoon and night. 
“We get a chance to rest at night. in- 
stead of staying up until past midnight.” 

Of course the new system made early 
risers out of some of the buyers. because 
there was less time to look at yearlings 
before the start of the sale at 1:30 than 
in past years, when selling began at 3 
o'clock. But the adjustment was made 
without much difficulty, according to most 
of the customers. 

Opposite views were taken by other pa- 
trons, who prefer a twice-daily schedule. 
However, most of those who at first were 
opposed to the new system had come to 
like it by Thursday, the last day of the 
sales. 

One of the advantages of daylight sell- 
ing lies in that a buyer can go outside 
the arena to closely inspect a yearling 
that interests him, whereas under the 
night-time schedule it is almost impossible 
to get a good look at a horse in the dark- 
ness of the tent outside the sales ring. A 
great many buyers took advantage of the 
better light to go outside and make a 
final inspection of a yearling they had 
marked for consideration. 

The sales company plans to send a 
questionnaire to all the buyers to get their 
reaction to the 100-yearling sesions. If a 
majority favor the plan, it will be con- 
tinued in the future. 

Doc Bond and George Swinebroad. the 
auctioneers, and Humphrey Finney, the 
announcer, were under the greatest stress 
because of the new schedule. The auc- 


tioneers alternated in selling 25 horses 
each, but the announcer stayed at his 
post throughout the selling. 


Yearling fillies were fewer in number 
(130 of them were sold at Keeneland) 
than at any of the Lexington sales since 
1947, when 120 went under the hammer. 
The general feeling among breeders, even 
before the Korean trouble, was that fe- 
males would sell at too great a discount 
this year. Some breeders kept fillies to 
race and breed later, and others sold 
them privately, rather than risk sending 
them into the auction ring for what might 
be give-away prices. 


But it turned out that yearling buyers 
were interested in fillies both as racing 
prospects and as potential broodmares, in 
case of any curtailment of racing oppor- 
tunity. So bidders were not at all re- 
luctant to go after a filly, with the result 
that they averaged $5,133. which was 
nearly 25 per cent above the $4,113 aver- 
age at the 1949 Keeeneland Summer 
Sales. It was the opinion of some ring- 
siders that the fillies were an unusually 
good selection, from the physical stand- 
point. 


Miss Mary Fisher, of Dixiana, sold her 
first auction yearling at the recent sales. 
It was an Our Boots — Blue Moonlight 
filly which went to Royce G. Martin’s 
Woodvale Farm for $3.200. Miss Fisher 
said she had wanted to sell at Keeneland 
for some time. but waited until she 
thought she had a first-class offering. 
Next year she will have two Spy Song 
fillies tor the sale. 


Humphrey Finney was to be a_ busy 
man between announcer’s duties at Keene- 
land and Saratoga. Besides getting out an 
issue of the Maryland Horse. he had 117 
other things to do, at a rough count, in- 
cluding attending the marriage of his 
daughter, Patricia, to Lieut. Marcus W. 
Hansen, an Infantry officer. Lieutenant 
Hansen is to report to Fort Ord, Calif.. 
after the honeymoon. 


Neil McCarthy. of California, said he 
expected to complete arrangements for 
the shipping of Nizami before fall. He 
recently bought the 4-year-old brother of 
*Nasrullah from Aga Khan. At Keene- 
land Mr. McCarthy made several pur- 
chases for William Goetz. movie producer 
and son-in-law of Louis B. Mayer.’ Mr. 
Mayer also attended the sales. 


One of the western horsemen at the 
ringside was Frank Gilbert. of Phoenix. 
Ariz.. and California. Mr. Gilbert’s horses 
are trained by Ross Brinson. He has been 
in racing for a couple of years. and this 
year has in his stable his first home-bred. 
a 2-year-old colt named Verde Chieftain 
by Capt. Cal—Diamela, by High Step.

Larry MacPhail, who sells ten of his 
Glenangus Farm yearlings at Saratoga 
on the night of August 11, came to Lex- 
ington for the summer meeting of the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders, and looked in at the Keeneland 
sales to get the feel of the market. He 
was to be back at Lexington this week 
to show some of the Angus cattle raised at 
his Maryland place. Glenangus Farm 
now includes 750 acres near Bel Air. 
About 500 acres are in pasture and the 
broodmares average about 20 acres apiece. 
Hay raised on the place is baled green 
and is dried with heated air, to conserve 
the protein and carotene content.

But I 
can’t claim a stakes winner, and in fact 
it’s almost impossible to buy a stakes win- 
ner, because a man with a top horse 
doesn’t want to sell him. So I came to 
the yearling sales because I feel that a 
certain percentage of them will turn out 
to be unusually good horses, and I have 
a chance to buy one at a reasonable price.”

Downs and HBPA officer, was in the 
group from Rhode Island.

The Art of Avoiding Trouble; 
Stymie Will Try It Once More 


New York 

This is easily the most successful sea- 
son ever for Ovie Scurlock, who was 
foaled at Paintsville, Ky., in 1918, and 
missed being red-headed by a compara- 
tively small margin, In the early season 
he spent some faintly unprofitable time 
being fourth in the Withers and Belmont 
and Great American, and third in the 
Coaching Club Oaks, but in July he’s 
had a fairly wonderful time, winning the 
Dwyer and Classic on Greek Song, the 
Albany on Patch, the Astoria and Colleen 
Stakes on Sungari, and most recently the 
Mayflower Stakes on Imarelic. a War 
Relic colt bred and owned by Woodvale 
Farm. 

Imarelic was somewhat lucky to be 
born, his dam, Neshaminy, being 21 
years old at the time he was foaled. Up 
to here, in four starts, he has two wins, 
two seconds, and maybe we'll see more 
of him at Saratoga. But what I was try- 
ing to get around to was Scurlock and 
the Mayflower Stakes, at Suffolk Downs. 

After Trainer Woody Stevens had the 
colt saddled, he started to give Scurlock 
some riding orders. “There’s a lot of speed 
in this race.” he said. “You take a little 
hold on this colt and drop him in be- 
hind the pace.” 

He was going on, but Scurlock inter- 
rupted. “Wait a minute,” he said “I’ve 
ridden up here before. And we've got the 
favorite. Let me go out on the head end 


and die there if 1 have to.” 

He might have taken a chance on one 
horse, but Imarelic broke fast and Scur- 
lock hustled him to the front and didn’t 
die, any part, holding an easy 31% length 
lead at the finish, But Scurlock didn’t 
want to be inside anybody, or mixed up 
with anybody, at any stage of the race. 

“It’s not that those boys are so rough,” 
he said afterward. “They just don’t know 
where they’re going.” 

It recalled a time, several years ago, 
when Eddie Arcaro went up to New Eng- 
land to ride in a stakes. He came back 
with a sort of dreamy, faraway look in 
his eyes. 

“T just wish I could go up there for 
about two weeks and ride under an 
assumed name,” wistfully. 
“There’s a lot of people up there that 
need straightening out.” 

The moral. which I have drawn before, 
is that the film patrol, wherever it has 
been used conscientiously and well, has 
cleaned. up riding to a most remarkable 
degree. I think it’s pretty well accepted 
now that no human being can see as well 
as a camera, and I know that every time 
I've matched my own observation against 
the film I’ve been wrong, wholly or in part. 
If 1 were a horseplayer, a consummation 
devoutly to be dished, I'd rather have this 
film patrol keeping my horse clear of in- 
terference than the camera on the finish 
line to tell me if he won. I suppose IL

should add the usual note that I neither 
own any stock in the film patrol not re- 
ceive any subsidy from the people that 
do. But it cleans up riding remarkably. 


KIDDING. When it was announced that 
Citation was quite possibly through with 
the races forever, with his $938,000 in 
earnings, it was inevitable that someone 
should suggest to Hirsch Jacobs that he 
try to bring Stymie back to make up the 
approximate $20,000 by which he trails. 
Stymie, you remember, was top money 
winner, lost the distinction to Assault and 
regained it, lost it again to Armed and 
again regained it. 

Jacobs considered this a joke at first, 
and there was talk of races for “9-year- 
olds which had won $900,000,” and other 
monkey business. Jack Campbell bent an 
attentive ear to this. 

“How much does he need?” he asked. 

“A little over $20,000,” Jacobs 


swered, 


The Skipper shook his head. “Can't fix 
one for that much,” he said. 

But Jacobs got to listening to himself, 
and the next thing you know he was con- 
vinced that Stymie might be brought 
back. So his schedule was fixed, A few 
months at Jack Skinner’s farm at Mid- 
dleburg, where he had wintered between 
seasons during his racing career, and 
then racing in the fall, with the 1951 
season uninterrupted. 

Personally 1 can’t see a 9-year-old with 
two stud seasons, coming back to win- 
ning form. But Jacobs’ reasoning is hard 
to fault. It runs like this: 

“We can take him up and try him. If 
he doesn’t come along, all we’ve got to 
do is ship him back to Kentucky. If he 
takes a lame step, he’s through. He’s 
been running in his paddock—they can’t 
leave him out more than an hour because 
he runs so much—so he’s light in flesh. 
We don’t have to take much off him. Well, 
we'll try it. If it doesn’t work, what the 
devil? We haven’t lost anything. Some- 
thing might happen to him in training, 
but then something might happen to him 
running in the fields. There isn’t any safe 
way to play it. I think he might come 
back.” 


LANDMARK. The Saratoga-at-Jamaica 
card on July 26 was quite a remarkable 
production. The minimum purse is $3,-

should say the five New York racing asso- 
ciations, since there are only four tracks 
now. Tony Kelley started out a few years 
ago as a groom at Coldstream Farm, un- 
der the tutelage of Charles A. Kenney, 
and got his groundwork there. When I 
say groundwork I mean just that, too, 
operated with a muck rake and a pitch- 
fork. Later on he rubbed horses for Ed 
Christmas. Then he branched out on his 
own, with just a few horses to train. He’s 
been at it something less than a year, and 
Printers Gold was the first winner he’s 
saddled. He tried hard to pass it off 
casually, with the Herald Tribune, Times, 
and News asking him questions, but I 
can’t say it worked a hundred per cent.

ARGENTINE PLAN 


Argentine horsemen, who have always 
advocated the sparing use of young horses 
on the race track, are contemplating a 
further step in the protection of 3-year- 
olds. The Argentine Jockey Club has 
under consideration a plan for scheduling 
the 3-year-old classics later in the racing 
year, thus allowing the horses to become 
more mature before they are called upon 
for longer distances. The author of the 
plan is Felix de Alzaga Unzue, chairman 
of the Argentine Jockey Club. 

Horses in Argentina take their ages as 
of July 1, and as in America, very few 
horses are physically as old as their of- 
ficial birthday. Under the present sys- 
tem in Argentina, the Guineas races, at 
one mile, are run in August, when many 
of the horses are not actually three years 
old. The 114-mile Jockey Club race is 
run in September, and the Argentine Der- 
by, 1 9/16 miles, is raced in October. 
The last big race of the year is the 1%- 
mile Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini, in 
November, in which the 3-year-olds meet 
older horses. This is all in the first half 
of the year, during the time when most 
of the 3-year-olds have hardly reached 
the physical age of three. 

The new plan would move the 8-furlong 
Guineas races to September or October, 
and place the 10-furlong Jockey Club race 
in November. The Derby would not be 
run until April of the following year, 
when the horses were nearing four years 
of age, and the Gran Premio Carlos Pel- 
legrini would be contested in May. 

The Argentine Jockey Club has already 
approved two changes in the racing cal- 
endar. The Gran Premio Carlos Pelle- 
grini has been made an international race 
similar to the Grande Premio Brazil, and 
the Clasico San Isidro, usually run in No- 
vember, will be run hereafter in April.

Del Mar Stretches a Stretch; 
‘Noor Signs Off with a Win 


Det. Mar 


For its eleventh season of summer rac- 
ing, old Del Mar is spruced up as it has 
never been before. An estimated $230,000 
has been spent in improvements, and even 
in these days of inflation you can see 
signs of it here and there, The awning 
over the Turf Club that weathered so 
many summers has been replaced by an 
alsynite roof that is as blue as the waters 
that roll in from the Pacific. 


Two new barns have been constructed, 
lifting the stable capacity to 1,150, and it 
is already full to the brim. A new cafe- 
teria has replaced the ramshackle place 
on the backstretch. Under the grandstand 
is a new lounge room where the $2 bettor 
is permitted to relax. In the face of all 
these improvements, Del Mar’s famed 
short homestretch was almost a cinch to 
go—and it did. The homestretch has been 
lengthened 48 yards, and the new finish 
line is directly in front of the club house 
and Turf Club. The new stretch measures 
969 feet, and while it isn’t as long as 


Santa Anita’s 990-foot homestretch or 
Hollywood Park’s 988-foot stretch, it’s still 
a pretty good run. 


Fighting Jodo, which improved a great 
deal at Hollywood Park, came along with 
his customary rush through the stretch 
to carry Gordon Glisson to a length and 
three quarters victory over Clement L. 
Hirsch’s Blue Reading in the six furlong 
Inaugural Handicap. It was the third con- 
secutive triumph for the gelded son of 
Fighting Fox, which is trained by Allen 
Drumheller, of Walla Walla, Wash., and 
is owned by Barney Foster and Henry W. 
Collins, of Oregon, Out of the money for 
the first time in his career was Andy 
Crevolin’s Valquest, the highweight un- 
der 124 pounds after his victory in the 
Westerner stakes at Hollywood Park. 


Fighting Jodo ran his race, and most 
of the others didn’t. The lone exception 
was Blue Reading, which carried 122 
pounds and was making his first start 
since Santa Anita, where he developed a 
quarter crack. When he was good out

this way last fall, even Your Host could 
not stop him, and Trainer R. H. (Red) 
McDaniel has brought him back to the 
races in fine condition. 

The stockholders were the only ones 
who had any reason to be disappointed 
over the opening. The inaugural crowd of 
8.219 was below the opening-day turn- 
out of 9,445 a year ago, and the cus- 
tomers wagered $383,452, which was also 
a drop from last summer, when the sea- 
son started with a handle of $416,115. 
They might be a little optimistic, but the 
stockholders still expect this season to 
be as big financially as the one they had 
last summer. 


SUMMATION, Perhaps they are en- 
couraged by what happened at Hollywood 
Park, where the 20-day summer season 
closed with a 22.5 per cent gain in at- 
tendance and a 4.09 per cent increase in 
wagering. Total attendance for the Holly- 
wood Park season was 541.527 for a 
daily average of 27,076, and the aggregate 
pari-mutuel handle was $29,059,741 for a 
daily average of $1,452,987. The big 
thing in Hollywood Park’s favor was a 
beautiful new track, which everyone was 
anxious to see. 

The Inglewood season closed with 
*Noor, carrying the red and white tri- 
angle silks of the late C. S. Howard for 
perhaps the last time in California, fight- 
ing hard to gain a half-length victory 
over Dharan in the $50,000 American 
Handicap. He gave Dharan 32 pounds— 
132 to 100—and he ran the mile and a 
quarter in 2:0015, which certainly sounds 
like a tremendous race. 

Actually, *Noor was probably not quite 
at his very best for the American. He 
moved to Dharan on the turn, reached 
his neck and then when you expected him 
to sweep by with those tremendously long 
strides, he seemed to anchor under his 
weight. Until the last 30 or 40 yards, 
Dharan had him beaten, and certainly 
Nick Wall has ridden few finer races in 
his life, But *Noor and Johnny Longden 
had saved something. Right at the end. 
they came through as only a couple of 
champions can and went on to a very 
hard-earned victory. It was one they both 
had to work for. 

Never in Hollywood Park’s history has 
there been such an ovation for a fine 
Thoroughbred as there was for *Noor. 
When he paraded past the stands for the 
race, and when he came back to enter 
the winner’s enclosure. there were  tre- 
mendous ovations for a real champion. | 
do not believe we have to worry about the 
future of racing here as long as people 
so fully apreciate such great horses. 

Tom Simmons, president of the Holly- 
wood Turf Club, is interested in “doing” 
a life-size statue of *Noor, similar to the 
one of Seabiscuit, best-loved of all the

Howard horses, at Santa Anita. Simmons’ 
idea is to place it in the gardens at the 
entrance of the track. Since *Noor ran 
what now appears to be his last race in 
California at Hollywood Park, it would 
be a grand thing for the track and a 
grand tribute to a great Thoroughbred. 
There is a_ possibility, however, that 
the American may not be *Noor’s final 
race in California. Simmons will urge his 
owners to run him in the $100,000 Gold 
Cup this fall, since the race fits in so 
well with the plans of Mrs. Marcella 
Howard and her stepsons—Lin, Bob, and 
Charley Jr. The Gold Cup comes at a 
time when *Noor will be returning from 
his eastern invasion, when he is still in 
training and before he is to be retired to 
the Howard ranch at Moorpark, Calif. 
*Noor, of course, was voted the best 
handicap horse of the meeting by Turf 
writers covering the Hollywood Park sea- 
son. He was also voted the horse of the 
meeting; there is a slight distinction. Had 
he been eligible for any other honors, he 
would have won those, too. 

Hindu Star, a *Firozepore colt owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. D. S. Jeppson, won both 
his starts, including the traditional Hag- 
gin Stakes, and was a unanimous choice 
as the best 2-year-old of the season. 


Haughty Miss edged out Blue Lea as the 
season’s best 2-year-old filly. 

In the 3-year-old division, Yolo Stable’s 
Great Circle edged out Valquest, which 
he couldn’t do in the Westerner when he 
had to concede him 15 pounds, Mrs. Fud- 
dy, heroine of the Oaks and unbeaten 
in all her three starts at Hollywood Park, 
was voted the top 3-year-old filly by a 
narrow margin over Special Touch. Mrs. 
Fuddy was also elected best in the filly 
and mare division. 

Willie Shoemaker, who led the jockeys 
with 30 winners, was voted the top rider. 
with Ray York leading the apprentices. 
Ralph West edged out Bill Molter as the 
top trainer. 

In every way you can think of, it was 
a great meeting, probably the best Holly- 
wood Park has ever had. Certainly the 
press never had it so good. The new press 
box is probably the finest in the world, 
and this was one season when even Paul 
Lowry had all the fresh air he could use.

When Tue Bioop-Horse reported that 
*Noor established a new American record 
for 134 miles in the San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap by going the distance in 2:5244. 
it was mentioned that the world record of 
2:5235 was held by a South American 
horse named Buen Ojo. Subsequently, 
Richard Kaplan, of Asheville, N. C. in- 
formed THE Bioop-HorseE that Buen Ojo’s 
time was over 2.800 meters (about 53 
feet short of 184 miles), and should be 
discounted because *Noor covered more 
ground at a faster clip. 


Meanwhile, F. A. de Miranda Rosa, 
South American correspondent for THE 
BLoop-Horsr, confirmed Mr. Kaplan’s 
deduction, but added that Buen Ojo no 
longer holds the record for 2,800 meters 
in South America. His time was eclipsed 
by Talent in 1938 over the same course 
at Montevideo, Uruguay. Carrying 103 
pounds, Talent went 2,800 meters in 
2:5044. “If” Talent had gone 134 miles, 
or 53 feet further at the same rate of 
speed, his time for 134 miles would have 
been 2:5134, about 114 seconds faster 
than *Noor’s record for 134 miles. Mr. de 
Miranda Rosa is content to let *Noor 
have the world record for 134 miles, but 
he reserves the 2,800-meter mark for 
Talent.

According to records in THE BLoop- 
Horse office. which have been carefully 
checked, no other mare in the American 
Stud Book has a producing record to 
match that of *Clonaslee, which from 18 
foals has had 16 winners. Two other 
broodmares, *Humanity and Sable Lady, 
have had 14 winners each, but *Clonaslee 
stands alone with 16. 


The daughter of Orpiment — Bullet 
Proof, by Wax Bullet. was foaled in Eng- 


land in 1922. Her breeder was Major 
J. C. Cape. She was imported to the 
U. S. in 1923 by William Hogan, and 


first raced for S. Louis. Most of her early 
racing was in the claiming or claiming 
handicap ranks, and she was variously 
owned by several persons, including the 
Williams Brothers. G. F. Croissant, and 
Lloyd Gentry. Mr. Gentry was the last 
to own her prior to her acquisition in 
1926 by Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
Stock Farm. 

In four seasons of racing she won 16 
starts, and set a track record of 1:06% 
for 5% furlongs at Washington Park. 
Then she was retired to the Idle Hour 
breeding paddocks at Lexington. In 
1946, after the death of Colonel Bradley, 
she became the property of the late Ed- 
ward S. Moore’s Circle M Ranch, which 
later sold her to Walter J. Salmon’s 
Mereworth Farm. Her last foal, the win- 
ner Edward T., a 2-year-old of 1950. was 
bred by Mereworth. *Clonaslee now is 
dead. The cover photo was made _ for 
Mereworth by Ward Wright, of the farm 
staff. *Clonaslee’s producing record fol- 
lows.

The per cent of gain above the 1949 
average for the comparable consignors in 
1950 was 4 per cent at the Wednesday 
afternoon sale. This was not as high as 
the gain at the Monday sale (23 per cent) 
or at the Tuesday sale (7 per cent), but 
it was a whole lot better than the decline 
that most observers had predicted. 

The 92 yearlings sold Wednesday after- 
noon brought a total of $593,600, and av- 
eraged $6,452. The 97 head sold by ap- 
proximately the same group of consignors 
last year (sessions 3 and 6) brought 
$600,100, average $6,187. 

The high price of the afternoon was 
$25.500, which Oleg Dubassoff, as agent, 
paid for a colt by *Goya 2nd—Farmer- 
ette, from the Coldstream Stud consign- 
ment. Next-highest was the $22,000 paid 
by Mrs. Edward S. Moore’s Circle M 
Farm for a colt by Bull Lea—Darby d’Ab- 
bie, from the Darby Dan Farm consign- 
ment. Coldstream got $20,000 from Mrs. 
Aksel Wichfeld for a colt by Bimelech 
—First Gun, and $20,000 from Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt for a colt by *Priam 2nd—My 
Auntie. All told, 18 yearlings sold in five 
figures. The low of the session was $1,100. 

Dr. Eslie Asbury’s average of $11,825 
for four yearlings was the top consign- 
ment-average of the day, considering lots 
of more than one yearling. Coldstream 
was close behind with $11.095 for 19 head. 
Thomas H. Asbury got $11.500 for his 
single offering, a colt by Brookfield—* Cy- 
press Point 2nd, which was bought by 
Mrs. E. H. Augustus.
